IN MEMORIAM 


E suddenness of the illness of the King and his death on Monday will accentuate the widespread sorrow 

and regret which all classes in the country will feel at the passing of a Sovereign whose reign has been so 

exceptionally devoted to the services of the State that he had become to many the Father of the People 

and to all an ideal constitutional monarch. And although our realers will not expect in a technical 
journal, such as The Builder, an appreciation of those qualities as a Sovereign which earned for the King the 
affection and gratitude of the people, we may express, on behalf of the architectural profession and the great 
Industry of Building which we represent, not only our admiration for his wise and beneficent rule, but sympathy 
for the Royal Family in their present bereavement. 

Surely no reign has ever before been so crowded with great events and with difficulties and dangers for our 
country and the Empire—political, constitutional and international difficulties, as well as social changes and a 
broadening of democratic ideals ; and in no previous reign has the inventiveness of man contributed more to the 
activities of the human race and the creation both of the desire for what has been called “ progress ”’ and the 
means of achieving it. The last 25 years, while linking the past with the present, have produced changes which 
would have been regarded by our forefathers as revolutionary, as, in fact, they have been—the somewhat negative 
period of 1910 comparing with the restlessness of the present time and the developments of the internal com- 
bustion engine and wireless telegraphy. And though no one can say what the influence of these and other changes 
which have taken place during a memorable reign will be on the State as a whole, we confidently believe that the 
part the King has taken in public affairs as a wise constitutional monarch, and his remarkable personal influence 
have done much to direct those movements in the right direction and justify our highest hope for the future of the 
country and the Empire. 

During the King’s reign the arts have been influenced by the same restlessness and desire for change, and 
while an intimate knowledge of art was not to be expected from one whose interests and responsibilities were so 
widespread, probably in no previous period of British history has the Royal House taken such an interest in all 
forms of art. The King’s interest in the art of architecture was shown in an unmistakable manner when he opened 
two years ago the new headquarters of the Royal Institute of British Architects in Portland-place, and we believe 
that his views on Art were those of the well-balanced mind of an English gentleman. It is certain that the housing 
of the poorer classes was a constant concern of the King, who had an intimate knowledge of the problem derived 
from study at close quarters. He used his utmost powers for the amelioration of the lot of those of his subjects 
living under bad housing conditions, and it has been truly said that his appeals for a national policy of slum clearance, 
and his interest in the welfare of the victims of economic depression, “sprang from a genuine impulse of the heart.” 
With the King, precept was practice, as witness the housing work he entrusted to architects on his Sandringham 
estate. 

In the arts and sciences, and in all activities which promoted the welfare of the community, the late King 
undoubtedly took great interest, and he was ever ready to encourage movements for the betterment of the people 
and the welfare of the State. 

In the passing of the King, architects, contractors and all classes of our readers must feel a sense of 
loss which arises in part from the sense of our common humanity, and more largely from a belief that though the 
late King was a King in more than name, he respected the Constitution while exercising an influence on public 
affairs which earned the respect and admiration of all.

A certain length of time had inevitably 
to elapse between the change of policy 
with regard to the sanction of loans for 
capital purposes and the commence- 
ment of schemes, on account of the 
detailed work required. Loans sanc- 
tioned by the Minister of Health for 
public works, other than housing, 
during the seven months up to Novem- 
ber last year amount to £20,000,000, 
and exceed the total for the correspond- 
ing period a year ago by 35 per cent. 
The new town hall of St. Pancras, 
directly opposite the L.M.S. station, 
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is nearly completed at an approximate 
cost of £312,000.

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OBITUARY 


P. F. Warren, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death, at the age 
of 51, of Mr. Percy Francis Sane, 
F.R.LB.A., of Yeovil. Born in 1885, Mr. 
Warren received his architectural education 
in the office of Mr. George J. Skipper, of 
Norwich, became A.R.LB.A. in 1908, and 
Fellow thirteen years later. He carried out 
most of his work in the West Country, having 
joined with Mr. John Petter, F.R.LB.A., in 
Yeovil, in the firm of Petter and Warren, 
FF.R.LB.A. Among the works executed by 
the firm were the reconstruction of ‘‘ Hough- 
ton,” near Southampton; factories or addi- 
tions to factories at Yeovil and Frome for 
St. Ivel, Lid.; the Westland Works, Yeovil, 
for Petters, Ltd.; a new school and special 
subject centre, Yeovil, for the Education 
Committee; and various housing schemes at 
Yeovil, Wincanton, Wells and Clutton for the 
respective local authorities. 


Edward Unwin, A.R.1.B.A. 

The architectural profession will hear 
with regret of the death, after a 
illness, of Mr. Edward Unwin, A.R.LB.A., 
M.T.P.L, the only son of Sir Raymond 
Unwin, P-P.R.LB.A. Born in 1896, he was 
educated at St. George’s School, Harpenden, 
and had gone on to Cambridge. The War, 
which interrupted his studies in economics 
and architecture, saw him serving in the Red 
Cross in Belgium and France, and from 1916- 
1918 in mine-sweeping and motor-boat patrol 
work in the North Sea, with the R.N.V.R. 
He resumed his architectural studies in 1919 
at the Bartlett School, University of London, 
and the A.A., and became A.R.IB.A. in 
1925, and later a M.T.P.I. After work at 
Letchworth, under Mr. Parker, and 
twelve months in the United States, he co- 
operated with his father on the Greater 
London Regional Planning Committee. 

Mr. Edward Unwin’s architectural works, 
besides private houses, included a housing 
scheme at Maldon, the scheme of six cottages 
erected in memory of the Tolpuddle Martyrs 
by the Trades Union Council, and one of the 
early open-air infants’ schools. He served 
on the R.ILB.A. Practice and Housing and 
Slum Clearance Committees. 


Arthur Crow, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death, at Dym- 
church, Kent, of Mr. Arthur Crow, 
F.R.L.B.A (retired). Mr. Crow, who was 
admitted as A.R.1.B.A. in 1884, was District 
Surveyor for Finsbury from 1912-1926, after 
many years as District Surveyor to White- 
chapel and the surrounding districts. He had 
veen a member of council of the London 
Society since its foundation in 1912, and was 
the Architects’ Benevolent Society's repre- 
sentative on the Society. He was keenly 
interested in the plan to cut a road from 
St. Martin’s-le-Grand to Liverpool-street, 
just after the War, and also took a great 
interest in the saving of the City churches. 
Mr. Crow was one of the earliest, exponents 
of town-planning, and was one of the first 
to advocate the principle of the satellite 
towns, which he did in a paper read before 
the R.I.B.A. in October, 1910.

Timber In London Buildings. 


Sm,—I have read with considerable 
interest the article under the above heading 
appearing in your issue of January 10. In 
this article is given a table of safe loads on 
— beams for a timber described as 
aé 

It seems remarkable that the name “fir ”’ 
should persist in many English books, 
articles, specifications, and even bills of quan- 
tities, when the timber referred to is the 
ordinary yellow deal or Baltic redwood of 
the timber merchant, obtained from the 
Scots pine (pinus sylvestris). 

Originally the name “ fir’’ was used in 
connection with the Scots pine, but botanists, 
timber merchants and others discarded it 
many years ago when precise classification of 
the various coniferous trees became better 
understood, and surely it is time that writers 
on timber should cease to perpetuate the 
confusion caused by misnaming our staple 
building wood. 

Coniferous woods are yielded principally 
by four important genera: pines, spruces, 
firs, and larches, each genus composed of 
numerous species, many of considerable 
economic importance. Consideration of space 
precludes a description of all but the princi- 
pal timber-producing tree of each genus. 

Yellow deal is obtained from the Scots 
pine (pinus sylvestris). 

White deal or spruce is obtained from the 
common or Norway spruce (pinus excelsa). 
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Fir is obtained from the common or silver 
fir (abies pictinata). 

Larch is obtained from the common or 
European larch (lariz europea). 

In addition to these European woods 
America sends us many softwoods, including 
that excellent general-utility timber, Douglas 
fir (pseudotsuga Douglasii); when from the 
United States the material is known as 
Oregon pine, and from British Columbia as 
British Columbia Douglas fir, or B.C. 
Douglas pine. This wood, although named 
both pine and fir, is actually a type of hem- 
lock, as the botanical name implies. 

Returning to the table of timber beams 
given in the article, it is stated that the span 
depth ratio should not exceed 20; if, how- 
ever, it is desired, as it usually is, to limit 


the deflection or sag to a a span depth 


ratio of 20 must not be even approached ex- 
cept for very light loads. 
he safe horizontal shear value is given as 
250 pounds per square inch; this is a very 
high stress, and with ordinary yellow deal 
would be somewhat dangerous, even when 
the material is thoroughly d {its best 
stress-bearing condition). In ordinary cases, 
100 to 120 pounds per square inch is adopted. 
To illustrate the relative importance of 
deflection, bending stress and horizontal 
shear, I enclose a dia of ‘‘Safe Work- 
ing Loads on Timber Beams ”’; this original 
diagram prepared by the writer several years 
ago for office use, and not hitherto published, 
gives safe loads covering a wide range of 


spans, etc. It is based on the following 
stresses :— 
per sq. in. 
Modulus of Elasticity 1,500,000 Ib. 
Safe Bending Stress sas 1,200 Ib. 
Safe Horizontal Shear Stress 100 Ib. 


The dotted rays crossing the deflection 
curves are useful for showing the diminishing 
bending stress necessary to keep the deflec- 


tion within the limit of eo ‘ 


It is probably hardly necessary to add that 
as the load-carrying capacity of a timber 
beam varies directly with the width, the 
diagram can be used for any width of beam; 
thus, a beam 12in. wide carries six times the 
load of a beam 2in. wide; the deflection or 
horizontal shear is covered in the same way. 

The diagram brings out in a very clear 
manner the small zone in which bending 
stress is the ruling factor, and it is also 
clear that as so many timber beams, particu- 
larly floor joists, concrete form work and the 
like, are governed by considerations of permis- 
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sible deflection, the best grade of timber is 
rarely essential for such members; further- 
more, it is generally understood that minor 
defects have little influence on the modulus 
of elasticity, which is the deflection control- 
ling factor. 

T hope the foregoing, together with the 
diagram, will demonstrate the limited value 
of a load table that does not embody con- 
siderations of deflection as well as bending 


stress.

Employment of Rating Surveyors 
Public Authorities. a 

Sir,—The memorandum published by the 
five professional associations connected with 
land and property, for the consideration of 
local authorities, giving reasons against the 
method of inviting tenders for the rating of 
their areas from rating valuers, is not conclu- 
sive, It seeks to place the onus of fixing the 
valuer’s fee upon the authority. This reverses 
the usual process. In most walks of life a 
person or body proposing to incur a large 
expense obtains estimates for the work. It 
cannot be expected that the officials of the 
authority should be able to advise what is 
a proper charge. The correct modus operandi 
appears to be for the professional organise- 
tions concerned to fix a schedule of charges, 
as they do for thei~ general duties. 


If it is competent for the local authority 
to judge the proper fee for the work, surely 
it is equally competent for the Institutions 
to do so. It is true that rating surveyors 
may be subject to unfair competition in 
tendering with valuers who are not membexs 
of any institution, but it would be surprising 
to find that the latter are ever more than 
rarely successful. And yet it would appear 
that such are aimed at in the memorandum, 
for it is not to be assumed that ‘ inexperi- 
enced or unreliable valuers *’ quoting low and 
doing imperfect work, or not engaging quali- 
fied assistants, or returning low valuations to 
avoid contests, would be found in the ranks 
of these bodies. These difficulties could be 
met by the compilation by the councils of 
these Institutions of a list of members whose 
qualifications, by experience or examination 
or both, fit them for the duty. The number 
of firms carrying out the ona is only a very 
small percentage of the aggregate member- 
ship of the five institutions.

Should Sand be Measured by Volume? 

Sm,—In The Builder of January 10, there 
appears an article under the above heading. 
We note with pleasure that attention has 
been called to the bulking of sand and the 
extent to which this fact affects builders and 
contractors. 

We are in entire agreement that a wider 
appreciation of the fact that sand as de- 
livered “‘on the job” is nearly always in a 
damp condition, and therefore bulked. would 
result in the production of better Portland 
cement concrete. 

The use of special measuring devices which 
make allowance for the water content of the 
sand must necessarily be confined to the 
larger contracts, but for small jobs a step in 
the right direction would be to specify the 
proportions on the assumption that the sand 
is bulked on the average about 3O per cent. 
With this object in view, we have issued the 
enclosed leafiets,* showing the proportions 
for mixing the a sg of concrete likely 
to be found suitable for various classes of 
work, and illustrating what a ‘“‘ workable 
mix” looks like. Copies may be obtained 
free on application to the Cement and Con- 
crete Association, 52, Grosvenor-gardens, 
London, 8.W.1.

A suggested 
plan, estimated to cost about £8, to 
£10,000, 1s reproduced from the report

tion for a centre forming part of a larger 
building. For example, a large hall might 
form a connecting link between the two 
wings, and would be available both for the 
adult and the juvenile community centres. 


THE LUMPS FORT SITE COMPETITION, 
SOUTHSEA 


By a LOCAL ARCHITECT. 


Expired in the Grand Chamber of the 
Portsmouth Guildhall, the thirty-three de- 
sigas sent in for this Competition may be 
scrutinised in ease and comfort, and well 
repay a visit. The majority of the drawings 
are of a high standard, and indicate that 
much thought has been exercised on the 
problem. The task to the assessor, Mr. E. 
Prentice Mawson, F.R.I.B.A., could have 
been no easy one, but his placing of the first 

remiated design was undoubtedly assisted 

y the winners’ careful adherence to require- 
ments, coupled with their accurate knowledge 
of conditions, supported by clear draughts- 
manship. 

A curious fact was revealed. No local 
designers were stirred to action by the Com- 
sr Where are the local architects? 

robably all too busy on other works. We 
hope so. However, London and the Pro- 
vinces responded adequately, and one scheme 
actually arrived from Roumania. 


Competitors were reminded that the City 
of Portsmouth has a population approximat- 
ing to a quarter of a million, and besides 
being an important naval centre is a holiday 
resort of growing popularity. The site con- 
cerned lies along the main sea-front from 
near the South Parade pier and extends 
eastwards. Viewed from the air, it can be 
described as a fish-shaped piece of land (not 
inappropriate for its seaside associations). 
From the ‘‘nose”’ at the west end to the 
“tail” at the east is some 1,100 yards, and 
a large “‘ watery eye” is formed by the ex- 
isting canoe and model yachting lake. The 
greatest width of the site is a little more 
than 250 yds. 


Although giving its name to the scheme, 
the disused Lumps Fort—no longer of mili- 
tary importance—occupies only a portion of 
the very comprehensive site. An existing 
miniature golf course at the eastern end is 
desired, by some, to be retained. Attention 
was drawn to the problem of main traffic 
circulation and improved traffic facilities 
were asked for. 


_ In making his decision, the assessor real- 
ised the importance of traffic facilities. 
Messrs. Dongill and Ferriby’s winning 
scheme (No. SI, illustrated last week) un- 
doubtedly solves the problem. From a wide 
new promenade running parallel with the 
existing esplanade roadway, a central drive 
turns m at the canoe lake end, and runs 
through the centre of the site and out at the 
extreme east “‘tail’’ end. The old fort is 
shown levelled and the moat filled in. 

Two wide avenues traverse the grounds, 
one at the end of Festing-road, which is a 
main thoroughfare with trolley-bus service, 
and the other farther eastwards to serve as 
easy access from the residential district to 
‘he sea-front. Conveniently placed between 
‘hese avenues is the main block of buildings, 
consisting of winter garden theatre, café, 
main entrance with swimming-pool behind, 
and a row of useful shops. 

The elevations indicated are plain with 
modern horizontal fenestration, and suitable 
for their purpose. Roofs are flat and provide 


vantage poinis for spectators on special occa- 
sions. 

It might be found that too much shadow 
over the swimming-pool would be cast by the 
theatre building during the afternoon, late 
in the summer. This could be obviated by 
placing the structure at the opposite end, and 
transposing the row of shops. Large ade- 
quate car-parks are placed immediately ad- 
joining. 

The existing shape of the lake has been 
retained. A new café, with open-air dancing 
space, is suggested at the north end. Other 
amenities are provided. 


Worthy of the Corporation’s consideration 
are the numerous shelters placed along the 
south side. There are heavy showers on 
occasion, even in “sunny Southsea.’’ Farther 
east is an open-air theatre. Facing east, this 
might with advantage be partly sunk for pro- 
tection from breezes from that direction. A 
row of day-bungalows similar to those 
already existing, is provided. 

The second premiated design (No. 33), by 
Mr. Gilbert Jenkins (illustrated on pages 201 
and 202 this week), shows careful regard 
for traffic difficulties. A wide boulevard is 
placed transversely, from Festing-road to 
the sea-front. An existing footpath farther 
east is retained. As in the scheme placed 
first, the swimming-pool occupies a central 
position with winter garden building on the 
west, and café adjoining on the east. An 
Alpine garden, bowling greens and uet 
lawns are suggested on the north. is 
competitor also submitted an alternative 
landscape design. 

A segment comprising 50 day-bungalows 
with sunk lawn in front and car-park at rear 
is a noticeable feature. Little alteration is 
shown to the lake except. to plant an island. 
This, however, would probably cause dis- 
pleasure to model yachtsmen. The eastern 
end holds a nine-hole miniature golf course 
and putting green. 

The third premiated design (No. 2), b 
Messrs. Poole and Kelly, places cross roa 
in advantageous positions for traffic move- 
ment. The main group of buildings com- 
prising winter gardens, café and swimming- 

1 is centralised; but their height might 

objected to by residents along the north 
boundary. The swimming-pool is shown well 
in the open, free from any cast shadows. 
Tennis and other outdoor games and car 
parking are well catered for. 

The fourth premiated design (No. 3), by 
Mr. Cameron Kirby, is a scheme containing 
many interesting suggestions. Here the 
buildings are spread about. Attention is 
paid to traffic circulation, but car parking 
on the north side, in close proximity to 
residences, would probably give cause for 
complaint. However, the scheme generally 
is commendable. : 

Although the remainder of the designs as 
complete schemes fall short of those already 
mentioned, several have features worthy of 
notice. 

Scheme No. 1 (by Mr. L. A. Huddart) 
makes use of the old fort formation with 


main lawn for children’s organised games 
and open-air dancing. Water is retained in 
the moat ‘and ornamental gardens are 
formed. The winter garden, swimming-pool, 
sun-lido and café are combined to eastward 
of the fort. 

Scheme No. 4 (by Mr. L. Abbott) makes 
similar use of the fort, but has the swim- 
ming-pool placed in its centre, and the 
winter garden and central café between this 
and the canoe lake on the west. This de- 
sign retains Cumberland House. 


Scheme No. 5 (by Mr. Kenneth A. H. 
Baynes) shows the winter garden, café and 
swimming-pool as an attenuated line of 
buildings, west to east, and provides a large 
car-park well to the centre of the site. 

In design No. 6 (by Messrs. Reginald J. 
Duke and G. Clifford Duke) prominence is 
given to space for tennis courts, with a line 
of buildings placed well back on the site. 
The winter garden theatre raises a rather 
serpent-like head. Too much space appears 
to be devoted to double roadways with 
central gardens and circular ‘‘ roundabouts.” 


In scheme No. 7 (by Messrs. H. Frank 
Hoar and Alan Marlow), too much land is 
devoted to tennis and bowling. The winter 
garden is placed at the east end, probably 
too far away to be a profitable undertaking. 

No. 8 {by Messrs. A. J. Thompson and 
R. B. Walker) is a thoughtfal scheme, but is 
spoilt by crowding the buildings around a 
semi-circular drive, and traffic congestion at 
this point needs careful consideration. 

Scheme No. 9 (by Messrs. Herbert Collins 
and John G. Richards) is carefully prepared 
and retains Cumberland House. The build- 
ings are placed centrally. A large car-park 
is too near residential properties. 

In design No. 10 (by Messrs. Humfrey 
Middleton and Michael H. Middleton), too 
little regard is given to main traffic roads. 

No. 11 (by Messrs. H. Spence-Sales and 
John Bland) makes use of the old fort for- 
mation. Main traffic is allowed for from the 
existing esplanade. Many novel suggestions 
are contained in this design. The authors’ 
method of giving traffic and scheme analyses 
in colours and signs is startling and informa- 
tive. 

Design No. 12 (by Mr. Dennis C. Earle) 
has the buildings centrally massed, but a 
huge car-park on the north side would be 
a source of trouble. 

Scheme No. 13 (by Mr. G. P. Wicks) 
suffers from rather indifferent drawings, 
ge fail to do it justice. 

e swimming-pool in design No. 14 (b 
Mr. John G. Stoneham) tales main pots. 
feature, and winter dens directly adjoin 
on the north side. ain cross-roada do not 
appear to be suitably placed for traffic, and 
this can also be said of No. 15 (by Mr, B. J. 
Harrison), whose car-park is in the wrong 
position. 

Scheme No. 16 (by Messrs. G. M. Hirsch, 
G. Marcusson and M. Hornstein, of Ron- 
mania) shows ingenuity, with the main build- 
ings in the centre of the south side. An 
ee car-park is shown near the north 
end of the canoe lake; a costly, even if prac- 
ticable, item. 

No. 17 (by Messrs. Chas. Dorman and 
Son) shows a set of careful drawings, but the 
location of the various buildings could be 
bettered. 

Prominence is given to the swimming-pool 
in scheme No. 20 (by Mr. John A. Cameron), 
but the main roads are not well placed. A 
novel suggestion is shown by a footbridge 
spanning the existing esplanade to connect 
the café and the beach. 

No. 21 (by Mr. H. Shepherd) is another 
scheme in which the old fort formation is 
utilised, with main buildings thereon, and 
the moat used for a car-park. 

The authors of No. 22 (Messrs. H. J. 
Risbridger and R. J. Potter) have recast the 
canoe lake, incorporating it in a semi-circular 
formation, with créche and shelter at the 
north end, and the putting-green and car- 
park on the east. Winter garden aiid café 
are centralised, with the swimming-pool 
beyond.

In scheme No. 29 (by Mr. H. F. M. 
Schreiner) there is an attempt to relieve the 
building lay-out of congestion, but one has 
doubts on the emphasised attenuation of the 
structures. The perspectives accompanying 
this design are worthy of notice. 

One feels that in scheme No. 30 (by Mr. 
Harold Falkner) too much space has been 
to roads, which cut up the site into 
our peculiarly shaped plots. in which square 
planning is difficult, creating many awkward 


corners. 

No. 32 (by Mr. W. H. Whitehead) is yet 
another design in which the old fort retains 
something ite original s , and shows 
the moat as a boating space. The swimming- 
pool is located in the centre, and a wi 
bridge with a bandstand connects to the 
land on the north. The elevations are pleas- 
ing, but probably carried too high to suit 
local resi 


ents. 

Tt is understood that the Corporation are 
not bound to make use of all suggestions in 
the winning scheme, and are at liberty to 
embody in the final design any ideas shown 
by the other competitors; and that the city 
architect and the city engineer, in consulta- 
tion with the Pier, Beach and Publicity 
Committee, will now prepare a scheme based 
on the winning design, with such modifica- 
tions as may seem desirable.

“ THE INFLUENCE OF CLIMATE ON GARDEN DESIGN” 


In a lecture on this subject before the 
Institute of Landscape Architects on 
January 14 Mr. Russell Page said that from 
landscape architecture we could learn a great 
deal about the history of man, his likes and 
dislikes, his development, his food and his 
religion. In the’ earliest civilisations we 
knew anything about, man realised, and was 
appalled by, his own scale in relation to the 
world outside, and so arranged his sur- 
roundings in order to feel as comfortable as 
he possibly could. For him the world of 
nature was terrifying; trees, rivers, 
and mountains, each personified a deity, per- 


“haps good, perhaps evil, but in any case 


extremely powerful. Even as recently as 
Roman times that fear cf nature still per- 
sisted. Though gardens had extended enor- 
mously, they were still rigidly humanised. 
for instance, trees were never used unless 
clipped or shaped, so that they lost their 
natural and, therefore, potentially terrifyin 
forms, and were on man’s own scale an 
under his control. 


Time went on and man fost his fear. 
Italian gardens of the Renaissance, though 
they were always formal in plan, per- 
mitted of groves and free-growing trees, 
tho those were still confined by the 
straight [ines of path or boundary wall. 
Only in the seventeenth century did a desire, 
not only to tame, but to dominate, the 
natural Leodaoape make itself felt, As could 
be seen in those charming engravings of 
Kips, all the great English gardens of 
that period extended their formality out into 
the open country. Here could be seen the 
bolder spirit venturing forth, but still along 
formal avenues. Those avenues seemed to 
stretch for miles away from the house, but 
they seemed to offer a kind of protection from 
wild nature and make a humanised link with 
the civilisation embodied in the house on 
which they centred. 

In the eighteenth century, curiosity and 
the spirit of rationalism—inspired by such 
men as Voltaire and Jean Jacques Rousseau 
—led men to travel freely, and, curiously 
enough, it was the exvloration to foreign 
countries which seemed to have brought 
people to a realisation of the possibilities of 
their immediate neighbourhood. And so the 
landscaped park and garden came into exist- 
ence. and the whole world became free for 
man’s exploitation. 

The climate was only one of the many 
factors which had affected the development 
of landscape architecture. But it was a very 
important one. In hot countries, strong 
colour was no luxury. Light blazed down 
from cloudless skies. Gardens full of flowers 
would offer no repose. Coolness and shade 
were all-important. “ This fierce light,”’ con- 
tinued the lecturer, “‘ also affected design 
very strongly. Shadow was what was most 
needed, and the’ simpler and bolder the 
design, the stronger the shadow. We can 
possibly ascribe to climatic conditions the 
rich but simple shapes and patterns which 
distinguish all southern gardens from India 
to Portugal. The great Italian gardens of the 
Renaissance are al] based on the same theme. 
Accidents of time and place allow for a freer 


handling of material. Trees, 
haunted, are allowed a grea ; 
gods and goddesses have left the groves; 
turned into stone, they are Sreverstily. and 
charmingly used as sculptured decoration: 
Water still retains its earlier importance, but 
now it riots through the varying levels of the 
garden in every Fountains, 

es, water-stairs, water-theatres, and 
even water-organs fill the air with the sound 
of rushing water. Sun and heat still demand 
that a garden shall be cool, quiet and green; 
and the range of plant material is still 
narrow and carefully selected. The green 
structure of the garden is built up entirely of 
ilex and olive, and hedges of cypress and 
box make shade and boundaries for water, 
still or moving, through channels of deeply 
moulded stone.” 


The English Garden. 

As this t wave of gardening spread 
north, one ane see how what i a rigi 
design gradually loosened and chan its 
character. Though the seventeenth and 
eighteenth century gardens of southern France 
seemed completely Italian, those in the 
north were quite different. It was Le Notre 
who took the noble plans of Italy and the 
horticultural achievements of France, in- 
creased the scale to the colossal to suit his 
megalomaniac master, Louis XIV, and made 
Versailles. It was not, however, until the 
eighteenth century, and in England, that 
landscape architecture broke entirely free 
from a form that had been intensely prac- 
tical in the Mediterranean basin, but which 
by the time it reached had lost 
en all meaning. any case, 

ngland had never seriously attempted those 
large formalities. Flowers and colour had 
always been the dominating theme in the 
English garden. Le Notre’s ideas of garden- 
ing had scarcely reached this country before 
they were rejected. People turned to their 
own landscape for inspiration and had never 
since left it. All Northern Europe rushed to 
copy this new kind of landscape architecture, 
which really suited the climate. It became 
known as the “* Jardin Anglais.’ It must 
have been felt that an Italian garden in 
Northern Europe was only eclectic after all, 
and that there was the new idea which gave 
ample opportunity for the crystallisation and 
concentration of all the most exciting 
features of one’s own countryside, Grass 
had a good deal to do with this particular 
kind of landscape architecture. The natural 
home of the lawn was in these islands. 
Albroad, where green lawns ted serious 
difficulties, all such features were apt to get 
rather com 

He had tried to show, said the lecturer. 
how various kinds of gardens were what 
they were because of the climate in whic! 
they were developed. The original simple. 
formalised plan had gradually grown into the 
splendour of the ‘Italian and forma! 
gardens, and as northwards 
they were naturalised flowers becam< 
gradually more important, so that finally t!e«

This new school was officially by 
the Archbishop of York in June year. 
Formerly known as the Bournemouth High 
School, when it was transferred in May, 
1935, from Norwich-avenue to its new build- 

in the Talbot Woods, its name was 
chan to Talbot Heath. The school was 
fou in 1886. In 1898 the founder handed 


over the buildings and their contents to a ~ 


body of governors in trust for a girls’ public 
school, and later it came under the care of 
the Board of Education, which had taken 


‘over the trusteeship of educational bequests. 


In 1926-27 the nine-acre playing-field in 
Talbot Woods was acquired and developed, 
and soon afterwards, the school having 
reached the limits of available space in 
Norwich-avenue, a site of 16} acres close to 
the playing-field was purchased. In Decem- 
ber, 1933, the foundation-stone of the 
new buildings was laid, and in May, 1935, 
the school assembled in them for the first 
time. 

The buildings stand high up among pines 
and heather, with a main south aspect; 
they are built with brick walls, reinforced 
concrete floors and steel — and 
are set round two grassy q ae. Up 
to-date accommedation for 500 girls is - 
vided, with an assembly hall to seat ,a 
fully equipped nasium, three science 
laboratories, a domestic science room, a 
dining-hall, arts, crafts and lecture-rooms, 
reading-rooms and a central library, in addi- 
tion to 18 classrooms and an administrative 
corridor. The three boarding-houses, St. 
Mary's, St. Margaret's and St. Katharine’s, 
are built in the grounds, but independent! 
of the school, while the playing-field, wit 


hard and grass courts, hockey, netball and 
= pitches, is within minutes’ 
walk. 


Among features of special interest in the 
construction and decoration are the ogeed 
arch, whose distinctive shape reap 
over doors, windows and passages, the large 
casement windows and hopper ventilators 
providing a maximum of air and light in the 
classrooms, the .restful cloisters and parapet 
passages, the tiling of the mansard roofs of 
the boarding-houses, and the painted wooden

Girls’ School Sanatorium, Colwyn Bay. 

A school sanatorium of unusual dimensions, 
including an up-to-date medical and dental 
clinic and # miniature isolation hospital— 
under the same roof, but with no connection 
between them—has been opened at Penrhos 
College, Colwyn Bay, a girls’ boarding school 
with over 300 pupils. e opening oy 4 
was Major-General W. P. 
MacArthur, Honorary Physician to the ae 
and Commandant of the Royal Army Medi 
College. 

The building was designed by Mr. 8. 
Colwyn Foulkes, M.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., of 
Colwyn Bay, in consultation with the school 
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authorities, and I with the resi- 
dent medical E. Mawson. 
It will be used instead of the existing sick- 
bay, which the school has outgrown, and is 
in the school’s own grounds, facing south, 
with — views of the Bay. It is a 
well-proportioned, simple building in the 
Georgian tradition, with coarsely textured 
brick of a soft brown colour and red tiles 
which will tone down. 

On the ground floor are the doctor's private 
room, medical inspection room, matron’s 
room, dental room, two four-bed wards, two 
two-bed wards, one single ward, two bath- 
rooms, linen room and kitchen. On the first 
floor, served by a different entrance because 
it is for infectious cases, there are the same 
number of wards, bedrooms for doctor and 
matron, two maids’ rooms, three bathrooms, 
linen room and the discharge and fumigation 
department. The sick-rooms, fitted with 
Vitaglass windows, are grouped to the south 
and west, where they have the best outlook 
and the maximum sunshine. Every bed can 
be wheeled ovt on to the ground-floor terrace 
or first-floor balconies. 


or in. facings. d-made 
tiles are on the roof. 
The sanitary and plumbing equipment is of 
the latest design. The sinks are ‘‘ Save- 
stane,” stainless steel ‘‘ Synkunits,”’ with 
chromium-plated taps. The baths are the 
new standard I.B.A. ‘‘ Magna” baths, 5 ft. 
6 in. size. Copper piping is used throughout. 
The building is centrally heated from Foilers 
in the basement. 

The electric fittings to the wards are dual- 
light lantern brackets. In the corridors they 
are of chromium and opal; in the kitchens,

etc., of chromium and clear glass. The out- 
side fittings are watertight prismatic. 

The interior decoration scheme is as 
follows: Walls throughout of creamy 
yellow; terrazzo floors to corridors in pale 
grey-green terrazzo; to kitchens and bath- 
rooms, also to the walls of these rooms 6 ft. 
high, terrazzo in the same shade; rubber 
flooring to staircases in a deeper = 
rubber, with risers and skirtings of black 
rubber, Floors of wards and upstairs cor- 
ridor, matron’s room, etc., in wood block 
Jarrah flooring which is a warm shade of 
light brown). 1 doors are enamelled jade- 
green, and have handles of chromium and 
opal. The heating radiators in the corridors 
are treated with bronze-green metallic paint ; 
in the wards, etc., with aluminium paint. 

The general contractors were Messrs. R. 
Costain and Sons, Ltd., of Liverpool. 


The Grissell Gold Medal. 

The subject for this year’s Grissell Gold 
Medal was an entertainment hall for the 
male employees of a large manufacturing firm, 
with recreation centre, including lounge bar, 
billiards-room and canteen. In the course 
of his review of designs at the R.I.B.A. on 
January 13, Mr. Humphrey Pakington said : 
“For this medal there was no outstandin 
competitor, and in no case was there a hig’ 
standard of planning and design accom- 
anied by sound working drawings. After 
ong consideration, the jury awarded the 
medal to ‘‘ Collywobbles”’ (Mr. Alan R. 
Young, A.R.LB.A.), although his design has 
weaknesses in plan and the elevations are 
not adequate to the occasion. The general 
lay-out is good, but the condition that the 
entertainment hall may be let off to outside 
interests has not been sufficiently studied.

“There are nevertheless some minor faults 
in the planning which, not being material to 
the scheme, can be rectified. The cloakroom 
accommodation adjacent to the staff lava- 
tories is too small, especially that for females. 
Fireplaces, not merely electric fires, 
should have been provided in all important 
private and administrative rooms. The floor- 
to-ceiling heights are low. The elevations, 
though _— ed, will need careful and de- 
tailed study to make them fully worthy of 
the importance and position of the building. 
We are confident that this competitor, — 
displayed so much ability in his design an 
his report, will be capable of still further 
improving the scheme. 
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We take the following extracts from the 
report of the winning architect, Mr. J. R. 
Boyd Barrett, A.R.1.B.A. :— 

“The building provides 50,423 sq. ft. of 
sub-divided office space, together with ancil- 
lary accommodation and circulation within 
a cubic space of 1,271,767 cu. ft. It is esti- 
mated that the total cost of the building, 
including incidental works, will be 


£127,176 14s. 

“ The building contains six stories and a 
basement. The elevations, which would be 
faced with granite, have been designed in a 
restrained and modern version of the ‘Renais- 
sance style. They acknowledge the pre- 
sence of the National Library and Museum 
on the opposite side of the street, but, while 
having the dignity requisite of a Govern- 
ment . Reviiing they have been left free from 
elaborate ornamentation. 


“The plan is L-shaped, with two arms 
fronting on to Kildare-street and Schoolhouse- 
lane and enclosing a large open court. This 
layout provides the maximum light and air 
to every portion of the building. A two- 
storied wing adjoining the Laneway at the 
rear accommodates two of the largest offices 
and the bicycle store, and serves to frame- 
in the formal courtyard, without materially 
impeding light and air. Both the plan and 
elevation could be extended southwards along 
Kildare-street without detriment to the 
—— design. The courtyard provided is 
arge enough to permit an adjoining exten- 
sion to be built quite satisfactorily right up 
to the existing party wall line. 

‘** The entrance and main hall on each floor, 
with their attendant lifts and staircase, are 
placed at the apex of the L-plan, and the 
whole of the accommodation is served on 
each floor by two central corridors starting 
from this point and terminating in well-lit 
secondary staircases. The resultant plan 
gives an escape stair at each end of every 
corridor and allows each floor to be 
thoroughly supervised from a single focal 
point. The lifts and all stairs run from base- 
ment to top floor. They are of adequate 
size and each is enclosed by 9 in. fireproof 
walls. Fireproof self-closing doors, suitably 

laced, can thus isolate each of these exits 
rom the other and from the two blocks of 
working-space. The main hall on each floor 
is 20 ft. by 25 ft. 6in., giving ample circula- 
tion space, so that users of the stairs and

e straightforward general design lends 
itself easily to a framed construction and no 
unusually large or complicated members will 
be needed. Normal “ bays’’ along Kildare- 
street would be 19ft.

On the corridor side the walls would 
have hard wall plaster with cellulose paint 
finish.

THE WELSH SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 
Exhibition of Students’ Work. 


The annual exhibition of designs and 
measured drawings by students of the Welsh 
School of Architecture, the Technical College, 
Cardiff, a ag, in conjunction with the 
South Wales Institute of Architects, Central 
(Cardiff) Branch, was opened by the Lord 
ener (Alderman G. F. Evans), on Decem- 

r 16. 

Mr. W. 8. Purchon, F.R.I.B.A. (Head of 
the School), in reporting on the year’s pro- 
gress, said that the school was opened rather 
more than 15 years ago. During that time 
the school had gradually developed, first 
being granted the ‘‘ Intermediate ’’ exemp- 
tion of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, and at a later date the ‘ Final ’’ 
exemption of that body. Two years ago the 
examinations of the Welsh schools were 
accepted as providing a full qualification for 
admission to the register established in con- 
— with the Architects’ Registration 

ct. 

In the session recently finished six 
students completed the full-time five years’ 
course, and were awarded the college 
diploma, carrying with it the exemptions. 
The six students were J. H. Sheridan 
Sheddon, J. L. Milburn, D. H. Graham- 
Cumming, J. P. Hall, D. H. Lewis, and Miss 
A. M. Wride. Six students were awarded 
certificates at the end of their third year, 
and were thus exempted from the R.I.B.A. 
intermediate examination. Two of these 
students (N. P. Thomas and L. W. D. 
Wall) were granted the special certificate 
with distinction. During the previous ses- 
sion Messrs. D. W. Roberts, 
Lewis, and G. L. Price reached the final 
stage in the competition for the R.I.B.A. 
Victory scholarship. In the final result 
announced during last session H. J. W. 
Lewis was awarded honourable mention. 
During last session H. E. A. Scard was a 
finalist for the Tite Prize; H. J. W. Lewis 
and D. W. Roberts were finalists for the 
Soane Medallion; while D. W. Roberts was 
a finalist for the Rome Prize. The out- 
standing success of the past session was the 
winning by N. P. Thomas and L. W. D. 
Wall of both the Archibald Dawnay scholar- 
ships, each valued at £50 a year for two 
years. As H. E. A. Scard won a Dawnay 
scholarship in the previous session, of the 


four present Archibald Dawnay scholars 
three were thus students of the Welsh School 
of Architecture. 

In many ways the R.IB.A. and _ the 


South Wales Institute of Architects had 
been helpful to the school, while several 
of the leading local architects and others 
continued to help individually by the award 
of prizes and by acting as honorary lecturers, 
examiners, and members of Design Juries. 
Much of the success of the school was due 


to the foresight and guidance of Principal 
Coles and to the great support given by the 
Technical College committee, the education 
committee, and the city council. Until two 
or three years ago students who passed suc- 
cessfully through the courses of the school 
were usually able to obtain suitable appoint- 
ments. There had been a period of difficulty, 
but it seemed to have passed, and he believed 
that all the holders of the school's diplomas 
were now engaged in suitable work. 


The Opening Ceremony. 

The éxhibition was declared open by the 
Lord Mayor (Alderman G. Fred Evans, 
J.P.), Mr. C. F. Jones presiding over the 
ceremony. The Lord Mayor said that among 
the scholarship-holders were students from 
all parts of South Wales. He could, as 
chairman of the Cardiff Education Committee, 
express the pride of that committee at the 
success of the college and of that particular 
branch of the work of the college.

“The Architect’s Duty to the Modern 
World.” 


In a lecture on this subject on January 8, 
Mr. Serge Chermayeff, F.R.I.B.A., empha- 
sised the architect's obligation to use the 
machine for the fullest satisfaction of life. 
But, he said, were mechanisation allowed to 
become an end in itself it would be “an 
umnitigated calamity, robbing life of half its 
fullness and variety by stunting men and 
women into subhuman, robot-like automa- 
tons.’’ The machine should have only one 
object: to abolish labour so that people 
should be free to engage in higher activities. 
Yet in spite of all the examples of materialism 
we had only arrived at a third-rate com- 
promise between the capacity of the machine 
and the fullest needs of man. It might be 
said that until now the machine had compli- 
cated existence rather than simplified it. In 
cities new means of electric and petrol trans- 
port had further congested coal and steam 
power and spread farther the defective urban 
centres. The new technique, armed with the 
power of the machine, could make houses 
which were “‘ positively heliotropic—oriented 
to the sun,’ and could call on the biological 
and psychological sciences, the studies of 
working efficiency and fatigue, for a fuller 
solution of the problems placed before it. It 
could substitute for dirty crowded houses, 
bleak pavements, over-routinised and de- 
humanised factories, second-hand experiences, 
and starvation of the senses a life-sustaining 
environment. 

It was not surprising that those who 
affected to control the destinies of industrial 
society—the bankers, the business men, and 
the politicians—should obstruct the develo 
ment suggested by the neotechnicians. In 

ite of them, it was to prepare for 
the new planning of the architectural struc- 
ture of society. ‘‘ We must make the earth 
ready for all projects that advance public 
welfare,” declared the speaker. “A new 
social conscience will bring about, sooner than 
you imagine, the steps necessary for this most 
elementary need: the city dwelling that 1s 
architecture and. city planning indissolubly 
linked. Tear man away from the chaos of the 
first machine age; bring him to his essential 
pleasures.”

Messrs. Higgs and Hill pleaded that their 
proposed new building would not diminish 
materially or at all the quantity of light 
which came through the windows of No. 8, 
Chesterfield-gardens, and they alternatively 
preaded that after the completion of the erec- 
tion of their building there would be left a 
quantity of light coming to the four windows 
of No. 8 (of which Mr. Fishenden particularly 
complained), ample and sufficient for the 
ordinary requirements of reasonable persons 
oceupying those premises. After a trial last- 
ing several days. Mr. Justice Crossman held 
that Mr. Fishenden was entitled to the man- 
datory order he claimed. From this result 
Messrs. Higgs and Hill appealed to the 
Court of Appeal, with the result that that 
Court held that in the circumstances the 
appropriate remedy was to award Mr. 
Fishenden damages only for the injury he 
had sustained, and the case was remitted 
to the Chancery Division for the purpose of 
its being ascertained what damages Mr. 
Fishenden had suffered and directing that 
the mandatory order granted by Mr. Justice 
Crossman should be discharged. The case 
then came before Mr. Justice Eve in the 
Chancery Division on a summons issued on 
behalf of Messrs. Hiegs and Hill, asking 
that M.. Fishenden should be directed to 


give particulars of the £8,000 damages he . 


claimed, and his lordship. after hearing the 
arguments of counsel for the respective par- 
ties, refused to make any order on the sum- 
mons except that the costs of it would be Mr. 
Fishenden’s in any event. Messrs. Higgs 
and Hill now appealed from Mr. Justice 
Eve's decision. 
Mr. Morton, K.C., and Mr. Andrew Clarke 
ared for the appellants. and Sir Herbert 
Cunliffe, K.C., and Mr. Thos. Cunliffe for 
the respondent, Mr. Fishenden. 

Mr. Morton said that the point of the 
application was that unless the appellants, 
Messrs. Higgs and Hill, knew in respect of 
what windows of Mr. Fishenden’s building 
damage was alleged in site value (if any was 
alleged), they could not prepare for the 
inquiry as to damages. If Mr. Fishenden 
did not give them some idea of the par- 
ticulars of the damages, he claimed the 
appellants would be put to great expense 
in getting expert evidence in regard to 
windows which were not Ancient Lights, 
as to which the Court of Appeal and Mr. 
Justice Crossman held there was no action- 
able injury; thus an expense would be in- 
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curred that might be thrown away. There 
was no reason why Mr. Fishenden should not 
ive those particulars. He was not the free- 
der of his premises, and had no right to 
pull down, so that it was very doubtful if he 
could recover anything for site value. 

Sir Herbert Cunliffe, for Mr. Fishenden, 
said his client was entitled to claim damages 
as a whole, and was entitled to such sum 
as was the proper amount of damages for the 
injury done to his premises as a whole. He 
that the a were 
entitled to particulars of the damage. ; 
Fishenden said he was entitled to claim 
damages for the injury done to his premises 
as a whole, and it would be most - 
ing to ask him to split that claim up into a 
number of different items. The question was 
how much Mr. Fishenden’s building had 
been damaged as a whole. 

Lord Justice Romer: But the Master has 
ordered you to formulate the heads of damage 
alleged. Why cannot you give them? 

Sir Herbert Cunliffe: We say that there 
was only one head—damages to the premises 
as a whole. 

The Master of the Rolls: I must say that 
it strikes me as very unusual that a plaintiff 
should give a general allegation of damage 
amounting to £8,000 and nothing more. 

After further discussion as to procedure. 
the Master of the Rolls said that the appeal 
— stand over erall abe liberty to 
either party to apply pending the reference 
back of the matter to the Master, who would 
decide upon affidavits filed by Mr. Fishenden 
what facilities should be given to the appel- 
lants to prepare their case on the inquiry as 
to damages.

CLAIM AGAINST BUILDERS AND OTHERS 
FOR NUISANCE AND TRESPASS. 


Matania v. National Provincial Bank, Ltd., 
the Elevenist Syndicate, Ltd, and T. H. 
Adamson & Sons, Ltd. 

This was an action by Mr. C. F. Matania, 
a professor of music, against the National 
Provincial Bank, Ltd., for an injunction and 
damages for the alleged breach of a covenant 
for quiet enioyment contained in a lease dated 
May 25, 1933, of the second floor of premises, 
No. 25, Nutford-place, London, W., by which 
the Bank, as landlords, granted a tenancy to 
the plaintiff. The plaintiff also claimed an 
injunction and damages against the Bank for 
alleged nuisance and trespass, and the same 
relief against. the defendants. the Elevenist 
Syndicate, Ltd., the lessees of the first floor 
of the premises, and Messrs. T. H. Adamson 
builders, of 145, High-street, Putney, 


It appeared that the plaintiff used the 
second floor of the premises as a studio, and 
in March, 1934, the Elevenist Syndicate (a 
Christian Science body) became the tenants of 
the first floor. By the permission of the Bank, 
as the landlords, the Syndicate were allowed 
to make alterations to their part of the 
premises, and the Syndicate employed Messrs. 
Adamson & Sons for the alterations. The 
plaintiff complained that during the work 
heaps of sand and concrete were deposited in 
or near the front entrance-hall; that mortar 
was mixed there and carried upstairs, portions 
of it dropping from the boots of the workmen 
and from the hods used, and that owing to 
the failure to take proper precautions to pre- 
vent it, dust percolated into the second floor 
and so interfered with the plaintiff in his 
business of a professor of music and a 
teacher of singing. 

All the defendants denied liability. The 
Bank said that they gave the Elevenist Syndi- 
cate permission to make alterations subject to 
the consent of the other tenants being ob- 
tained. The Syndicate contended that the 
builders were liable for the nuisance (if any), 
as they were employed as independent con- 
tractors; and the builders in their turn de- 
nied that in the circumstances they had com- 
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mitted any nuisance or trespass in carry; 
out the work in connection with the lore’ 


tions. 

Mr. Trevor Hunter, K.C., and Mr. Clemen: 
Edwards appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. P. 2.

~ After hearing the evidence his lordship, in 

iving judgment, said the plaintiff gave 
essons in singing to pupils, and took the 
remises in Nutford-place as being suitable 
or that pu and for holding concerts 
there. When he got into touch with the Bank 
at No. 25 there were three or four rooms on 
the second floor, and some were thrown into 
one large room where the plaintiff could hold 
an operatic society. These matters were 
known to the Bank when they entered into 
the lease. The lease contained covenants by 
the lessee that he would permit the lessors 
at all times to enter upon the premises for 
the purpose of executing structural and other 


works on the said premises and in adjoining 


premises, and in the lease there was a some- 
what wide covenant for quiet enjoyment. 
The plaintiff entered into possession on 
August 25, 1933, and began to carry on his 
work of giving singing lessons. All” went 
well until the early part of 1934, when the 
Elevenist Syndicate came along and became 
the lessees of the first floor for the purpose 
of holding meetings. That lease was granted 
in March, 1934. The Bank had let the second 
floor to the plaintiff for a certain special 
igen The evidence was that neither the 

nk, the Syndicate, nor anybody else had 
got the plaintiff's consent to the alterations 
made by the Syndicate. This work, which 
commenced in March, went on until July 4, 
1934, during which time the plaintiff alleged 
that it was absolutely impossible for him to 
carry on his music lessons, on account of the 
noise of hammering, dust, and so on, which 
became an intolerable nuisance. He (the 
judge) was satisfied that the nuisance from 
noise and dust was so great that it made 
the second floor really uninhabitable. How- 
ever, he did not think he would be justified 
in finding that the contractors had not car- 
ried out the works properly and carefully and 
had done everything possible to avoid un- 
necessary noise or inconvenience from dust. 
He thought they had. That being so, the 
plaintiff mast fail on that head of claim 
against all the defendants. The plaintiff, 
however, did not fail on his claim against 
the Bank for breach of the covenant for quiet 
enjoyment, because the works had actually 
interfered with his enjoyment of the use of 
the second floor by the hammering and the 
dust which came to the plaintiff's rooms. He 
found that during the time the work was 
going on—March to July—the plaintiff's 
premises were rendered uninhabitable, and in 
these circumstances he was of opinion that 
the Bank had committed a breach of the 
covenant. During that period there had been 
a complete frustration of the plaintiff's con- 
tract. On the question of damages, he 
thought the plaintiff's claim of £400 grossly 
excessive. He gave judgment for him against 
the Bank for £150, with costs, and judgment 
for the Syndicate and Messrs. Adamson, but 
as he came to the conclusion that both those 
parties were properly joined in the action, 
any costs that the plaintiff might have to pay 
in respect of that joinder must be paid by 
the Bank. 

The Bank were granted a stay for 14 days 
pending a possible appeal by them to the 
Court of Appeal.

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HOUSING ACT, 1930: 
COMPULSORY PURCHASE 
ORDERS 


A case, Marriott v. Minister of Health (The 
Times, October 30), appears to raise a point 
of some importance under the Housing Act, 
1990. The Nottingham Corporation, on June 
24), 1934, passed a resolution declaring a cer- 
tain~area in the city a clearance area, and 
on the same day made a compulsory purchase 
order authorising the purchase of-part of the 
land in the area in which were situated 
twenty-seven houses belonging to the appli- 
cant im this case. Before referring to the 
provisions of the Act we will give the dates 
of the events, as given in the present report. 
The orders were made by the Corporation 
June 24, 1934, and on July 21 the applicant 
had given instructions to his builder to de- 
molish all his houses, and this work was 
on July 26. On July 30 notice of the orders 
was served upon the applicant, and on August 
7 they were submitted to the Minster. On 
August 15 the applicant’s solicitors gave notice 
of objection. Before October 2, the date 
on which the public inquiry began, at which 
the applicant’s objections were considered, 
the demolition of the houses had been com- 
pleted. On January 16, 1935, the Minister 
confirmed the order, and subsequently the 
applicant applied to the High Court under 
section 11 of the Act to have the order for 
compulsory purchase quashed. 


According to the report, the reasons on 
which the Minister had based his decision 
confirming the order were that the expense 
of providing other accommodation for the 
persons displaced by the demolition should 
rank for a grant under section 26 of the Act. 
The Court found in favour of the applicant 
on the ground that a clearance could not be 
ordered after the land had in fact been 
cleared; the land belonged to the applicant, 
for the confirming the order was not retro- 
spective, and even if it were, any order that 
the Court might make on the present appli- 
cation would also be retrospective, and it was 
clear that the Court could not make an order 
on the basis that the buildings were not de- 
molished when in fact they had been, and 
thus compel the owner to part with the site. 
Thus the Court ordered the order to be 
quashed. These are the facts briefly stated, 
and it may be well to try to see whether they 
disclose any flaw in the Act. 


It has to be noted that this was an order 
put forward by the local authority for the 
purchase of land comprised in a clearance 
area, and under section 1, when an area 
has been declared a clearance area, two 
courses are open to the local authority : they 
can either order the demolition of the build- 
mgs, or they can purchase the land and 
themselves undertake or otherwise secure the 
demolition of the buildings. But before 4 
ing a resolution declaring any area to age 
clearance area, by sub-section (1), (1) (a) the 
local authority lave to satisfy themselves 
(1) that if suitable accommodation for persons 
of the working classes displaced does not 
exist, they can provide, or secure the pro- 
vision of, such accommodation in advance of 
the displacements which from time to time 
will become necessary as the demolition of the 
buildings proceeds, and 2) that the resources 
of the authority are sufficient for the pur- 
oe of carrying the resolution into effect. 

urther than this, under section 9 a local 
authority who have passed a resolution de- 
claring any area to be a clearance area shall, 
before taking any action under the resolution 
which will require displacement of members 
of the working classes, undertake to carry 
out, or to secure the carrying out of, such re- 
housing operations within such period as the 
Minister may consider reasonable. it may 
further be noticed that under section 26 the 
Exchequer contribution depends u the 
number of persons rehoused by Py local 
authority in new houses. 

Thus the housing of displaced persons 
appears to rest entirely upon the 
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authority independently of the owner, but as 
regards the demolition of the old houses, as 
we have shown, when, under section 1, the 
local authority have declared an area to be 
a clearance area, an option is given to them 
either to order the demolition of the houses, 
or to purchase the land and to undertake 
the demolition themselves. If they elect to 
adopt the first of these two courses, under 
section 2 they can proceed by a clearance 
order and call upon the owner to demolish 
the houses, and if the owner fails to do so 
can do the work themselves, but require the 
owner to recoup them for the expenses thus 
incurred. If, however, as was done in this 
case, they adopt the second course and pur- 
chase the land, their right under a com- 
pulsory purchase order does not arise until 
that order has become operative. (See section 
10.) By sub-section (2) of section 10, an 
order authorising the compulsory purchase of 
land in a clearance area has to be submitted 
to the Minister within six months of the 
making of the order, but by section 11, sub- 
section (4}, it does not become operative until 
the expiration of six weeks from the date 
upon which notice of its confirmation has 
been given in accordance with the provisions 
of sub-section (2). To follow the proceedings 
before confirmation, the Second Schedule re- 
ferred to in section 10, sub-section (1) has 
to be consulted, and the procedure is as 
follows: Before the order is submitted to 
the Minister for confirmation, the local 
authority have to publish notices and also 
serve notices on the persons interested. If 
no objection is made by any persons so 
served with notice within the time specified 
in the notices, the Minister may confirm the 
order, with or without modification, but if 
objection is made there has to be a public 
inquiry, and the Minister, after considering 
the report of the person who held the inquiry, 
may confirm the report with or without 
modification; and then under sub-section 11, 
sub-section (2), notice of the confirmation 
has to be published, and notices given to all 
persons who, having been given notice of 
objection, appeared at the public inquiry; 
but as shown above, the order does not be- 
come operative until six weeks after the 
above publication. 

Having now considered when the order be- 
comes operative, and when the owner of 
houses will cease to be free to deal with 
those houses, it only remains to see whether, 
if in the intervening time he had demolished 
them, the local authority is in any way 
damnified as regards the Exchequer grant, 
and it appears to us that that will not be 
the case. Section 26 provides that the 
Minister, subject to the provisions of this 
part of the Act, shall make or undertake to 
make contributions out of moneys provided 
by Parliament “‘ towards any expenses in- 
curred by the local authority in connection 
with any action taken by them under this 
Act for dealing with clearance . . . areas, or 
for the demolition of insanitary houses . . .” 
If the site has already been cleared by the 
owner of the houses it is obvious that the 
local authority has been saved from incur- 
ring the expense of undertaking this opera- 
tion, so as the grant is based not on the 
amount of the expenditure incurred, but only 
on the number of persons rehoused by the 
local authority, the amount of the grant 
appears unaffected by the action, taken by 
the owner in demolishing his houses unless 
by any possibility this action on his part 
has hampered the rehousing arrangements of 
the local authority, and in this connection 
it may be noted that section 5, subject to 
compliance with any provision contained in 
a compulsory purchase order with respect to 
the carrying out of rehousing operations, 
contemplates the local authority demolishing 
every building on land purchased on a clear- 
ance area before the expiration of six weeks 
from the date on which it is vacated, or 
before the expiration of such longer period 
as in the circumstances they may deem 
reasonable. 

The Act of 1935 was not in operation in 
connection with this case, and we have not, 
therefore, noticed the alterations, if any, 
effected by that Act. 


THE FUTURE OF HOUSE- 
BUILDING 


Severna aspects of the housebuilding in- 
dustry were touched upon by Sir Harold 
Bellman in a speech made at the annual 
dinner of the Manchester and District Asso- 
ciation of the National Federation of Honse 
Builders, held at the Midland Hotel, Man- 
chester, on January 20. He said that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had recently felt 
able to venture on a forecast regarding their 
industry. The building industry, or rather 
that section of it concerned with house build- 
ing, would, the Chancellor said, begin to 
slacken off, and this gt a not too distant 
veriod. The Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Health had expressed a similar 
view. He (the speaker) imagined that all of 
them had recognised that the output of re- 
cent years represented boom conditions, and 
therefore that some decline must take place 
ere long. To arrive at a just perspective, 
however, it was necessary to appreciate that a 
large part of the recent output consisted in 
something more than the mere overtaking of 
arrears; it reflected a change in public taste 
and habits, which could be summarised by 
saying that the public strongly preferred the 
modern houses, with their multitudinous 
attractions, to the older houses in crowded 
localities. To the extent to which the boom 
had depended upon this factor the future was 
obscure. His feeling, however, 
was that, in the long run at any rate, this 
would be a decisive influence on our housin 
output, though its immediate extent woul 
be conditioned by the course of employment 
and real wages. Moreover, such statistical 
indications as were available did not suggest 
any immediate and considerable decline in the 
volume of house building. 

However, if and when the tide turned it 
would be well if it were not in the form of 
a tidal wave; or, to use another analogy, it 
would be better for all concerned if it were 
an ordinary retreat rather than a rout. Ner 
was this a matter which was entirely outside 
our own control, or rather the control of the 
building industry. Might he suggest that all 
who were concerned in the supply of houses 
should keep a sensitive finger on the pulse of 
demand? Estate developers should under pre- 
sent conditions plan their programmes on 
very elastic lines, in order that output could 
be made immediately responsive to any 
changing circumstanees. A supply of houses 
that was rationally related to demand was 
in the long run in the best interests ef pro- 
ducers and consumers alike, Certainly if 
supply, through over-optimistic estimates of 
the public’s absorption powers, ever reached 
a point at which houses were forced on an 
unwilling market at prices below the cost 
of production, the repercussions might 
very disagreeable. He welcomed every prac- 
ticable price reduction, but he held firmly 
that only such price reductions as were due 
to technological factors and improvements 
were wholesome and of permanent value. 
Was it possible, continued the speaker, for 
many more units in the building industry 
to be put on a stronger and more stable 
Snaneil basis than was the case at present, 
especially in view of possible developments in 
the future? When he looked at the returns 
relating to failures under the bankruptcy and 
deeds of arrangement Acts he was somewhat 
perturbed at the high figures standing against 
‘* builders.”’ He did not want to’ read into 
the figures more than they would bear, but 
in 1934—a good year for the trade—the total 
liabilities oft the 592 builders who failed were 
no less than £1,257,000—easily the highest 
total for all trades, both from the point of 
view of the number and the amount. involved. 
Moreover, the figures for builders over a 
coe of years had been consistently high.

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SLUM CLEARANCE 
PROGRESS 


_Anxtery in regard to actual progress in 
slum clearance and rehousing has been ex- 
pressed in the Press lately. It will be 
remembered that as a result of a programme 
prepared by local authorities, the Government 
announced a five-year plan of clearance and 
rebuilding, by which 285,000 houses or 
dwellings would be demolished and rebuilt 
by the end of 1938. This programme has 
been extended to a figure of 300,000 houses. 

Statements have been made to the effect 
that. difficulties are being met with in pro- 
cedure due to high prices for land and the 
compensation provisions of the Act, which 
require local authorities who wish to purchase 
cleared sites for rehousing to pay a price 
based not on existing values, but on “ the in- 
creased value given by the proposed re- 
development of the area.’’ While this prin- 
ciple was laid down under the 1935 (Over- 
crowding) Act, it has.also been made to apply 
to the 1930 Act. It has been stated that local 
authorities are ges that it means, in many 
cases, an addition of 15-25 per cent. to the 
cost of sites. 

A representative of The Builder was in- 
formed by an official of the Ministry of 
Health that progress being made under the 
Act was satisfactory, and that there was no 
reason to anticipate that the declared pro- 
gramme would not be completed by the end 
of 1938, except in a few large cities, where 
special problems obtained. Out of the esti- 
mated programme of 300,000 houses, at the 
end of October last 63,000 had actually been 
completed, while at the end of November 
approvals had been given to schemes for 
117,000 houses, by which was meant that 
houses to that number had either been built, 
were building, or were at the contract stage. 
It was important to note that ever since the 
proposals under the Act had got under way, 
the monthly total of houses completed had 
shown a steady increase. 

On the question of the basis of payment 
for sites, our representative was informed 
that additional difficulties were not antici- 
pated. Certainly there had been criticism 
of that section of the Act, but that criticism 
did not eome solely from the intending pur- 
chasers but also from the landlords. 


Decentralisation the Remedy? 

Commenting on the situation, an official of 
the Building Industries’ National Council 
pointed out to our representative that, as dis- 
tinct from increasing local authorities’ 
difficulties, even with subsidy, in obtainin 
sites for housing schemes at figures hick 
would permit the erection of flats to let at low 
rents, the system of basing the purchase price 
of land on the eventual pur for which it 
was used was having the effect of increasing 
land values in the surrounding area, and thus 
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stultifying building development. The on 
way by which local authorities could reduce 
the price for land compulsorily 
acquired and required for housing was by re- 
developing it on identical lines, ,i.e., by cot- 
tage or horizontal development. Since that 
would certainly mean that a percentage of 
tenants dispossessed would remain unprovided 
for when rebuilding had taken place, redeve- 
lopment on those lines was out of the ques- 
tion and vertical building, in the form of five- 
story flats, was the only other alternative. As 
the matter is at present, the only hope lay 
in decentralisation of industry to satellite 
towns. 


Securing Open Spaces in Cities. 

It is not without interest to recall a sug- 
— recently made by Mr. Gilbert Jenkins, 

-R.LB.A., P.LL.A., in regard to the L.C.C 

roposal to acquire 30 acres of Hackney 
Marshes as a decanting site. Mr. Jenkins 
suggests that this land should be used by the 
Council for this purpose on condition that it 
would give a legal undertaking to provide a 
recreation ~ of the same area in White- 
chapel or Stepney, when the slum clearance 
programme had been completed in six or 
seven years’ time. 

This policy of open space transfer has much 
to recommend it, and might play an important 
part in assisting the progress of slum clear- 
ance, since, if buildings are demolished only, 
and the site left clear, compensation is payable 
only on its value as a cleared site. Provided 
that the loss of the open spaces acquired at 
the outer ring does not denude those areas, 
and also that the said spaces are not too far 
from slum areas which they are intended to 
relieve, Mr. Jenkins’ suggestion may be 
applicable to other sites and other cities than 

ackney Marshes and London. Obviously,

Treatment of Damp Wall: Advice Wanted.

Smr,—I have a newly built modern house of 
the usual six-room type which has now been 
erected some two years. The house faces 
8.W., and I am troubled with dampness in the 
left-hand front corner of the small bedroom 
which is on the left front of the house. The 
dampness covers from the skirting board up 
to a height of about 5 ft. and either side of 
the corner for some foot or so. The room 
has an air-brick some 3 ft. away from the 
trouble on the side wall, and there is also a 
window on the front wall. The building is 
of good materials and of red brick construc- 
tion, and the side wall is also roughcast 
cement. 1 have kept a constant eye on the 
dampness and have observed that the trouble 
arises before rain, i.e., when there is a change 
of temperature—and then duall ets 
worse whilst rain is on. Would you think it 
is condensation or sweating, or what do vou 
consider is the trouble and its remedy? The 
wall has been treated inside, also outside, 
with waterproofing liquid to try to stop the 
trouble, but without success.

Waterproofing Porous Brickwork.

Sim,—With regard to this inquiry, we 
notice that your inquirer is confident that 
the trouble can only be due to porosity of 
brick. Is it possible that it may perhaps 
be due to water finding its way down the 
flue and soaking through the unbricked part 
and so expanding on the inner surface? If 
otherwise, the only treatment would appear 
to be a thorough dressing with a suitable 
preparation, and if your inquirer likes to get 
in touch with us we might be, after inspec- 
tion, able to offer him more definite advice.

Srr,—It is difficult to recommend a defi- 
nite brand of waterproofing compound as 
there are so many good ones on the market. 
However, many of these compounds are for 
cemented or conereted surfaces, and prob- 
ably the best way would be to ask the 
makers of the bricks their advice and what 
waterproofing treatment is most suitable for 
their bricks. Failing this, waterproofing 
solutions can be obtained from any supplier 
of building materials, but state the nature 
of the surfaces to be waterproofed. Al! 
waterproofing solutions discolour brickwork 
to some extent, and probably the best way 
would be first to apply two coats of a suit- 
able solution and then colour with a suitable 
external paint. It is useless to apply these 
solutions to wet brickwork as they seal any 
moisture in them. It would be best to defer 
waterproofing until the summer, say, until 
July or August, so as to give the brickwork 
time to dry. W. E. W. 


Prime Cost Items. 
{Answer to Bricks,”’ January 17.] 


Str,—The inquirer does not indicate what 
is the form of the contract. In regard to 
(1), if, as he is entitled to do, the architect 
has taken the p.c. items under his control, 
and the contractor has not had the ordering 
of them, then the architect is obliged to see 
that the supplier of the goods delivers them 
on the site: If the contractor has to pay 
any charge for delivery he has a right to 
claim that charge, unless his contract, either 
in the specification or bills of quantities, 
provides for fixing and charges for delivery, 
unpacking, and the returning of empties, 
etc. In regard to (2)—not, if the breakage 
occurs in transit. The liability would be on 
the contractor who fixes if goods are broken 
in fixing; and if, as appears, the contractor 
had to fix under the contract, the contractor 
would have to refix at his own cost any 
goods so broken by him. If, however, the 
goods are broken in transit, surely the con- 
tractor would not fix them, and the question 
of any claim for payment for removal and 
refixing of goods supplied by the Council 
would not arise. 

In general, the cost of fixing a p.c. article 
rests with the contractor. If he has fixed 


the article and it turns out to be defective, 
the supplier must supply a new and proper 
one; but the contractor must both remove 
the defective article already fixed and replace 
at his own cost. Lex.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS—'IV. 
By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.L., M.T.P.l. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works."’) 


PROJECTIONS SUSPENDED OVER STREETS. 


We now come to projections suspended 
above the street surface, and these resolve 
themselves into two classes, namely (a) those 
suspended over the footway only, and (6) those 

: and crossing over the entire street. 
Fig. 109 gives examples of both kinds. The 
Town Police Clauses Act of 1847, the Town 
improvement Clauses Act of 1847, and the 
Public Health Act of 1925 (the latter if 
operative) enable the police and local 
authority to deal with these matters. 

Under the powers of Section 28 of the Act 
of 1847, penalties can be imposed upon :— 

28. “Every person who places or leaves 
any furniture, goods, wares, or merchandise, 
or any cask, tub, basket, pail, or bucket, or 

ces or uses any standing-place, stool, 

nch, stall, or show-board on any footway 
or who places any blind, shade, covering, 
awning, or other projection over or 
‘ any such footway, unless such blind, shade, 
covering, awning, or other projection is eight 
feet at least in every part thereof from the 

nd.”’ 

Raine to Fig. 109 in association with 
this clause, “‘ H,” should be of a minimum 
of 8 ft., which is important for the fixing of 
signs and sunblinds. The words “ other pro- 
jection” would also cover a constructional 
projection such as a pilaster, or a fitting such 
as au automatic slot machine. 

Sections 69 and 70 of the Town Improve- 
ment Claases Act of 1847 give the local 
authority power for similar matters, and are

also be regarded as obstractions. Sections 71 
and 72 of the Tow1 Improvement Clauses Act 
of 1847 deal with these matters, and are as

71. ‘A doors, gates and bars put up 
after the passing of the special Act within 
the limits thereof, and which open upon any 
street, shall be hung or placed so as not to 
open outwards, except when, in the case of 
public buildings, commissioners allow

These Sections have a decided bearing u 
the doorways and gates of places of public 
entertainnent, which (as will be shown later 
in these articles) are bound by modern regula- 
tions to open outwards.

but if they open on to the recognised width 
of the street, then they are affected by the 
Sections quoted above.

The position of a high vehicle on the 
cambered carriageway also affects the width 
of clear headroom required, and this not only 
over the carriageway but over the footways 
as well. Fig. 109 illustrates this point, and 
the writer is of the opinion that “‘W,”’ should 
be a minimum of 2 ft. ‘‘ W,"’ would there- 
fore be the width of carriageway, plus 2 ft. 
for each footway. 

For general purposes of clear headroom over 
streets the writer would recommend the line 
A BC D E and F, on the bases of dimen- 
sions given above, and the possible raising of 
the street level should be borne in mind. 

Bridges over or in streets are dealt with in 
Sections 27 and 28 of the same Act, and such 
bridges can be licensed by the local authority, 
and stipulations made. 

Under the provisions of Section 26 of the 
same Act, the local authority have power to 
make by-laws themselves for con g the 
placing of wires across streets. This does noi - 
prevent the operation of any of the above 
legislation with regard to such wires, even 
although by-laws are not in force. Section 
26 of the Public Health Act of 1925 is as

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SOUTHERN COUNTIES FEDERATION 


ANNUAL LUNCHEON AND REPORT. 

Tue annual luncheon of the Southern Coun- 
ties’ Federation was held at the Grosvenor 
Hotel on January 16, under the presidency 
of Mr. G. Herbert Cawte, M.M., M.1.0.B. 

The toast of ‘“‘The Southern Counties’ 
Federation *’ was given by Mr. G. H. Parker, 
¥.1.0.B., President-elect of the National 
Federation, who said he wished the new 
Southern President every success during his 
term of office. 

Replying, Mr. Cawte recalled that during 
1935 they were principally occupied with 
improving the relations between builders and 
architects by means of the consultative com- 
mittees; improving organisation by means of 
systematic and regular contact with non- 
federated builders, whose membership was 
sought, and the placing of grading relation- 
ships in the region on a scientific basis. The 
— suggested that a more fair treatment 
of the responsible type of builder would result 
in the number of irresponsible building trade 
per throughout the kingdom being con- 
siderably reduced. He knew he could be 
assured of the co-operation and help of every 
member of the Federation during his year of 
office, and there was no reason why 1936 
should not be as successful as the years that 
were past. He hoped that when the Federa- 
tion’s summer meeting was held at Southam 
ton in June, it would be possible to take the 
members over the Queen Mary. 

Mr. Ingalton Sanders, Vice-President of the 
R.LB.A., and Major Leslie Shingleton, 
0.B.E., Vice-President of the LM.B.A., Te- 
plied to “‘ Our Guests,’’ which had been 

sed by Mr. F. Leslie Wallis, Senior Vice- 

resident of the Federation. 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Federation, held prior to the luncheon, the 
annual report for 1935 was submitted to mem- 
bers by Mr. H. Hinkins, F.I.0.B., under 
whose chairmanship was held the discussion 
arising out of the various matters referred to 
in it. One of the most. keenly discussed ques- 
tions was that of apprenticeship, regarding 
which the report indicated that the Southern 
Counties’ representative (Mr. L. A. Peyman, 
F.1.0.B.) un the National Federation Appren- 
ticeship Committee had ‘been desir to 
instigate national discussion on the following 
aspects: (1) The desirability of the fullest 
possible co-operation with the Board of Edu- 
cation; (2) the preparation of a propaganda 
film ; (3) the possible revision of the period of 
apprenticeship ; questions of remuneration and 
control of apprentices; (4) continuation, and 
perhaps exterision, of the present practice of 
releasing apprentices one hour prior to 
ordinary leaving-off time on the days on which 
they were attending evening classes. The 
report went on to say that there was evidence 
that the failure to maintain an adequate flow 
of apprentices in the building industry was 
due to the reluctance of some employers to 
follow the old and well-tried custom of inden- 
turing a sufficiency of apprentices. It was 
unfortunate in this respect that the South of 
England had, as far as available figures 
showed, fewer apprentices than were inden- 
tured in the North. It could not be too 
strongly impressed upon every builder that 
it was vital in the best interests of the indus- 
try generally, and in the best interests of 
pa individual builder, that an adequate 
intake of germane should go on normally. 
The genera _increase in the turnover of all 
the major industries should encourage 
employers to make good these shortages 
immediately. 

Introducing this item, Mr. Peyman said 

@ was’ convinced that a major contribution 
to the shortage of apprentices was the fact 
that the building trades were nowadays 
frequently regarded as ‘‘dirty’’ trades. An- 
other factor had been, perhaps, not so much 


the reluctance of boys to indenture themselves 
as the hanging back on the part of employers, 
because of their desire not to undertake 
apprentice commitments during the recent 
period of trade difficulty ; but in this connec- 
‘ton it was instructive to quote The Times 
of December 23 last :— 


* The building industry can look forward 
to intense activity over a period measured 
in years rather than months. . . . That will 
not, of course, relieve the Government of 
searching for other means of stimulating 
employment; but it will ensure a nucleus 
of Fg employment for between 
750, and one znillion persons in an in- 
dustry which by common consent is one 
of the key industries of economic recovery, 
and which is now actually the largest 
industry in the country.” 

Builders should anticipate and prepare for the 
continuance of the greater activity by imme- 
diately taking steps to ensure that they were 
employing their quota of apprentices. 

Mr. F. Leslie Wallis referred to the diffi- 
culty often met by the employer willing and 
desirous of indenturing apprentices suitable 
for be craftsmen. 

Mr. H. Godden said he thought that boys 
were sometimes given a distaste for the brick- 
laying and plastering crafts by what might 
perhaps be called a commercial bias in their 
educational training. 

Mr. A. Francis mentioned that the raising 

of the oe age to fifteen would be 
helpful, as it would be more practicable to 
indenture boys direct from school then than it 
was now, because they were usually insuffi- 
ciently developed at fourteen. 
__ Mr. J. Smallbone said it would be helpful 
if the opportunities for a career open to 
apprentices were made more generally known, 
perhaps through the medium of leading 
articles in the most widely circulating news- 
papers. He did not think that the training 
intensively of young labourers of nineteen or 
twenty resulted in their possessing a degree 
of craftsmanship equal to that of the appren- 
tice-trained craftsman. 

Mr. H. Hinkins referred to the feeling of 
pride possessed by the builder, who regularly 
indentured apprentices, in the first-class 
craftsman he had trained, and in the first-class 
work they did for him. 


THE REPORT. 
We take the following points from the 
Report :— 


State of Trade. 

“The high proportion of renewed activity 
in the industry in recent years accounted for 
by house-building was commented on in this 
Report a year ago. In 1935, whilst it has 
been the experience that other kinds of 
building have shared in the restored volume 
of work, it still remains true that house- 
building remains the most active section. 
The indications are that this trend seems 
likely to continue and in this connection 
much may be hoped from the operations of 
the National Housing Standard Board and 
Registration Council, which will shortly com- 
mence its work.” 


Unfair and Dangerous Tendering (Price- 
Cutting) . 

Under this heading reference is made to the 
appointment of a National Special Com- 
mittee, to be known as the Tendering Com- 
mittee, consisting of representatives of the 
National Officers and a representative from 
each region, with the following terms of 
reference :— 

“To examine all causes contributory to 
price-cutting and to devise means to ensure 
the restoration of healthy conditions of in- 
viting and preparing tenders for private work 
and work for public bodies.” 

That Committee held its first meeting on 
December 4, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
G. 8. Harding, the region being represented 
by its President, Mr. H. Hinkins. : 

“Your Council,” states the Report, “is 
well aware of the magnitude of the task 
before the Committee. In expressing satis- 
faction that the appointment of the Com- 
mittee is the reward of persistence, par- 
ticularly of the President and Mr. H. J. 
Kay, they would again urge that, upon a 
scientific remodelling of the tendering side 
of the industry, analogous with the progress 
in rationalisation of building methods and 


standardisation of materials, depends the 
future existence of every contractor, and 
consequently of the Federation.” 


House-Building. 

‘** The National Housing Standards Board,” 
it is stated, “‘ has been sitting weekly or at 
more frequent intervals, and—with the co- 
operation of the Building Research Station 
and other specialists—has now virtually 
completed this task. Much work has also 
been done in devising machinery for regis- 
tering house-builders agreeing to build to 
that standard, and for granting certificates 
in respect of houses so built. There are, 
however, several considerable difficuities to 
be overcome and it is accordingly thought it 
would be a disserviee to the movement for 
improving house-building and assisting house- 
builders to forecast what is in contemplation 
before it is certain that it will be possible 
to do all the things promised. 

“‘ Members will recall that at their last 
annual gen>ral meeting they were privileged 
to learn from the director of the National 
Federation of the steps in contemplation for 
the establishing of a scheme to enlighten 
the general public with regard to defects in 
inferior house-building, and secure under 
the auspices of a disinterested tribunal a 
national standard of good building and faci- 
litate the sale of well-built house property. 

** Parallel with the foregoing is the deter- 
mination to make available a service to 
house-builders in membership with the 
Federation covering matters of technical, 
financial and legal importance with which 
such builders are concerned. 

Progress with the National Committee's 
scheme has gone steadily forward during the 
past year, and there is confident expectation 
that a soundly based scheme will be brought 
into operation early in 1936. Already there 
has been csteblianed a National Housing 
Standards Board to a standard speci- 
fication of sound construction covering 
accommodation, design and domestic con- 
venience in house-building.’’ 


BUILDING WAGES 
REGRADINGS 


Tue National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry have issued the a state- 
ment :—Section 3) of the Terms of Settle- 
ment of April 17, 1935, stipulated that, for 
the purpose of providing a general respite 
during the ensuing three years from applica- 
tions for re ings, the national bodies 
would withhold consent to initiate (prior to 
May, 1938) regrading proposals except where 
it had been intimated that both the employer 
and operative parties in the graded district 
in question were in favour of its regrading. 
Consequently, the regradings to take effect 
on February 1, 1936, are only those where 
such jointly sponsored recommendations were 


submitted and approved.

South Western Region.—First Gradings : A 
large number of places not previously graded 
have been formed into districts for grading 
purposes and have been allocated to speci 
grades. (A full list is included in the 
records of the Council and will be incorporated 
in the official Grading Schedule).

Belts Around London : The scheme involves 
the formation of two “ belts "’ of territory in 
the Eastern ion around the London 

ion : (1) A belt between the circles of 15 
miles radius and 17 miles radius from Charing 
Cross, to Grade A. (2) A belt between the 
circles of 17 miles radius and 25 miles radius 
from Charing Cross. The part of this belt in 
Hertfordshire to be Grade A‘, the part in 
Essex to be Grade B'. 

In regard to these belts it is added that they 
are to exclude any territory within the Lon- 
don Region. In such territory the London 
outer-zone rates will continue to apply. 
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The formation of the first of these “ belts ’’ 
involves the regrading (with mutual consent) 
of the following places: Epping, A* to A; 
Hornchurch, A* to A; Ockendon, A’ to A; 
Orsett, A? to A; Upminster, A’ to A. 

The formation of the second of these belts 
does not involve regrading of existing graded 
districts, any peck dustelate in that belt retain- 
ing their existing grade. Other regradings 
jomtly agreed as part of the schenie : Ingate- 
stone, B* to B; tg B' to B; Tewin, A’ 
to A*; Wickham Market, C to B*. 


In regard to the annual review of wages the

HEAVY TRAFFIC 
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PRIVATEROAD CHARGES 


In our issue for January 10 we reported 
a case—N. Parker v. P. Gallagher, Ltd.—in 
which the plaintiff, who had purchased « 
house from the defendants, builders, claimed 
a declaration that he was entitled to be 
indemnified by the defendants against any 
assessment in respect of road charges that he 
might be called upon to meet, on the ground 
that it was a condition of his purchase that 
no road charges were to be payable by him. 
It was found by the Court that in Febrvary, 
1929, the plaintiff had been circularised by 
duly accredited agents of the defendants that 
there would be no road charges and that the 
conveyance had been dated February 13, 
1929, when those instructions were in gf Co 
although subsequently, on April 30, they had 
been withdrawn, and that the plaintiff was 
entitled to the declaration he asked for. 

This case suggests some points of impor- 
tance to those who purchase houses where 
the roads are private streets, not taken over 
by the local authority and declared to be 
highways repairable é the inhabitants at 
large. In the first place it may be observed 
that the purchaser in this case was aware 
that the roads had not been so taken over, 
and had done his best to protect himself, 
but in the current report of the Ministry of 
Health a passage occurred, to which we 


. called attention in our issue for November 15, 


in which it was stated that a considerable 
number of appeals had been made to the 
Minister alleging as a hardship that pur- 
chasers had bought houses in ignorance of any 
liability for road charges, and suggestions 
were made in the report to the local autho- 
rities as to the best manner in which the 
public should be informed of this liability. 
One of these suggestions, which was that we 
favoured, was the exhibition of a plate in- 
scribed ‘‘ Not adopted” under the name- 
plate of streets not yet taken over, but the 
other suggestion was that a notice should be 
published in the local Press by the local 
authority, warning every owner of premises 
fronting on or adjoining a street, not a high- 
way repairable by the inhabitants at large, 
that he is liable to pay part of the expenses 
of making up the street when called upon to 
do so by the local authority, and then fol- 
lowed this passage: ‘‘ Neither an agreement 
with the builder or with any other party, 
nor ignorance of the liability at the time of 
purchase, will avail to relieve an owner of 
this obligation.” 

This passage, of course, only means that 
no such agreement will relieve the owner as 
regards the claim by the local authority, but 
does not touch the question of an indemnity 
as between a vendor and the purchaser, and 
this leads us to make one or two observa- 
tions on this latter point. We notice that 
in the case we are considering it is stated 
in the report that the defendants, in their 
defence, amongst other matters, pleaded sec- 
tion 40 of the Law of Property Act, 1925. 
That section provides that no action shall 
be brought upon any contract ‘‘ for the sale 
or other disposition of land or any interest 
in land,”’ unless the agreement upon which 
such action is brought, or some memoran- 
dum or note thereof, is in writing signed by 
the party to be charged, or by some other 

son thereunto by him lawfully authorised. 
n the report, it appears that nothing was 
said by the Court on the effect of this section, 
and the reason for this was probably that 
the agreement as to road charges was antece- 
dent to the making of the contract, and a 
condition precedent to the execution of it, 
but, cases might arise in which it was con- 
tended that such an agreement was a sale 
of an “interest in land”’ (a very difficult 

int of law), especially as expenses incurred 
in making up streets under the Public Health 
Act, 1875, and the Private Street Works Act, 
1892, are made charges on the land, and 
under the Land Charges Act, 1925, 
such charges have to be registered (see 
section 15). Where any undertaking is given 


as to road charges it should be in writing, 
signed by a person authorised to give the 
undertaking.
